Hazleton, Pa., Sept. ll.—The strike 
situation reached a terrible crisis on 
the outskirts of Latimer Friday after­ 
noon, when a band of deputy sheriffs 
fired into a crowd of miners. The men 
fell like so many sheep, and the ex­ 
citement since has been so intense that 
no accurate figures of the dead and 
wounded can be obtained. 
Reports 
run from fifteen to twenty-odd killed 
and forty or more wounded. One man 
counted thirteen corpses. Four other 
bodies lie in the mountains between 
Latimer and Harleigh. 
Those who 
were not injured carried their dead 
and wounded friends into the woods, 
and estimate is baffled. 
Some of those known to be dead 
are Mike Chesloll, Harwood; Frank 


As soon as the news of the shooting 
reached Hazleton there was consterna­ 
tion. 
The Lehigh Traction company 
immediately placed a number of extra 
cars on the Latimer line, and doctors 
and clergymen responded promptly. 
Citizens meetings were held at vari­ 
ous parts of the city. At one meeting, 
held in Van Winkle’s casino, attended 
by bankers, coal operators and prom­ 
inent business men, resolutions were 
adopted calling on Gov. Hastings to 
send the militia here immediately. At

He was not, the Count Pulaski assured 
me, him self a partner in this matter, 
although he was indeed a member of 
that confederation of boyars sworn to 
fight for Polish freedom to the very 
end. 
But circum stantial evidence led 
to his banishment, as it had to that of 
so many others. 
Despairing of Poland 
and eager for a career, he came to 
America. 
Yet, although my friend w as not 
him self in this affair, the story he told 
of it appears to me new. 
The picture
